MINISTER IS 
MORE NEEDED 
THAN LAWYER 

Theologt Defeat Law in De- 
bate Laat Night 

KEEN ARGUMENT 

Importance of Both Profes- 
sions Was Greatly 
Stressed 

The minister Is more necessary to 
modern society than the lawyer. 
Cousons, Bnotiihour and A ma run, rep- 
resenting the Theological Colleges 
and upholding this nrgninonl were 
given tho decision of the Judges In 
a debate hold In tho Union Grill Room 
last night. • Spootor, Schwb;borg and 
Common represented the faculty of 
law. The decision was reached only 
after considerable time had boon spent 
by tho Judges in discussion. The 
award was not unanimous, thorn be- 
ing a dissentient volco. Professor 
Welsh of the Presbyterian College 
endered the Judges' decision. 

Tho lawyers devoted a lot of time 
to pointing out Unit the lawyer is a 
leader and a necesalty to the materia! 
world, and that the material world 
Is more Important than the spiritual. 
At considerable length, the theologs 
sought to establish the opposite: 

Specter, leader of the affirmative, 
after stating the resolution "thai the 
lawyer is more necessary to modern 
society than the minister", defined 
eacli of Its principle terms according 
to the Oxford Dictionary pointing out 
that his side would adhere to these 
definitions. He then gave a brief 
summary of the rise of the legal pro- 
Cession. 

Law, he clnimed, [s a morality of 
the highest kind. Religion Is built 
on faith and law on facts, he continu- 
ed . "Tile minister preaches and the 
lawyer acts," said the speaker. in 
addition, the qualifications of a lawyer 
nro both numerous and high. The 
lawyer deals with Justice In this life 
nnd not with immortality. 

Opening for the negative. Boom- 
hour dealt at length with the non- 
cssenlinllty of the lawyer in rural 
districts. So small was tho income of 
one lawyer In a certain Quebec rural 
community, that notwithstanding the 
exhorbltant fees he charged, he had 
recourse lo bootlegging, to bring his

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YOUTH AND THE PRESS 




In this issue of the Daily, we print, in outline, a series of 
charges made by The Financial Post against individuals and or- 
ganizations — especially the Student Christian Movement — at the 
University of Toronto, and also a portion of "The Varsity's" ans- 
wer to The Post. ,We are doing this for a specific purpose. The 
Post is read widely in Montreal and we understand that its accusa- 
tions have attracted some attention in this city, the total effect 
being non-beneficial to universities in general and McGill in parti' 
cular. If the men down-town take The Post too seriosuly — and 
they are apt to do this — they may come to the conclusion that the 
institutions of learning arc hot-beds for the propagation of national 
discord, for the Toronto weekly is, in one particular place, very 
sweeping in its allegations. But such is by no means the case and 
if we can help to off-set this impression our efforts will be justified. 

In the first place we have implicit faith in student sanity and 
in the soundness of the Student Christian Movement, which is so 
unjustly, berated by Colonel John Bayne MacLean's publication. 
We have followed the activities of the local Association for the 
past, three years and during that time we have never seen a sign 
of anything symbolic of the Red flag. And from what we know 
to be true, the local organization is very closely duplicated in other 
universities. Toronto, Queen's and McGill have all listened to 
the same speakers under the Movement and in no case have they 
left an unpleasant flavour here. 

Of course we earnestly believe that the more ultra-conserva- 
tive things, like The Post, tend to be somewhat antagonistic to- 
ward student thought and are liable to call "wolf" when there is 
not even the hair of such an animal in sight. And their rallying cry 
is composed of such words as Communism, Sovietism, and Bol- 
shevism; all worn rather pale by misuse and over-use. Student 
thought, though it may be somewhat idealistic at times, is certainly 
hot to be feared and we can devoutly thank whatever God 
there is that there are some people living, who are not afraid to 
' think. The conditions in society throughout all lands^are nothing 
to be especially proud of and there is not the slightest doubt that 
betterment is needed. This is one of the great ends toward which 
such organizations as the S.C.A. are working; but as a result of 
their efforts they are more liable to incur wrath and disfavor rather 
than- support and encouragement. At least, that is in the more 
ultra-conservative quarters about which we speak. 

In MfïGill there have been study groups, devoting time to 
such subjects as industrialism and internationalism, but the dis- 
cussions are alwa}*s entered into with open-minded and sanity. In 
Toronto the situation is much the same, and it is almost unbeliev- 
able that a sensible paper would try to trace a connection between 
an S.C.M. group and the Third Internationale at Moscow. But 
that Î6 what The Post has done. 

This matter i6 one which could be discussed at greater length 
but far be it from us to take up any more space or any more of 
your time. It is regrettable that The Post should air such statements 
as they have done, especially when there is no need for an airing. 
But when we read such articles, and listen to some good people 
utter thoughts along similar lines, we are almost forced to come to 
the conclusion that there are many good Christians living in a 
Christian" country, who are not at all fond of the ideas of Christ, 
a teacher who preached the absolute need of social justice and the 
necessity of international friendship.

• Tho Tost, which is published l>y Tho 
CMacLcan lmMlshtng Company Limit • 
vd, Toronto, printed M (Vont pajro ar- 
ticle under ihc heading, "Soviet Ac- 
tivities in Toronto University Xow 
Admitted" .ind from information re- 
ceived by tho "Daily" it Is understood 
that this so-called expose ban attract- 
ed some attention in MontcraJ. Tho 
accusations made by The Tost in tho 
is-suc mentioned constitute part of a 
wordy contest which has been carried 
on between this weekly and " The Var- 
sity" b\it unfortunately the latter is 
ni. undergraduate publication and 
those in this city interested in ihc 
matter have receiveii only one ver- 
sion of the affair, namely The Post's. 
In, the first place the financial pub- 
lication states thai "The Varsity" "in 
its issue of January lSth, publishes 
nn article which admits the accuracy 
- of the statements which havo appear- 
ed in The Post." li then goes on to 
say that "certain officials and soci- 
eties connccicd with the University or 
Toronto have been aiding, abetting, 
onoouraglnp and promoting this eam- 
liaign for creating discord and dis- 
loyalty; thai the men really back of 
the whole movement are tue same 
Ti~.cn who are directing the Soviet 
campaign on the continent." 

Claim Agitation under S.C.A. 
The Post continues— and this to Me-

"Agitation is Under Auspices of 
Ohrisrian Association", laying parti- 
cular emphasis 0:1 tin- fact that rnul 
Blanchard spoke in Toronto under the 
S. C. M. The l'ost also claims thai 
an "Industrial Study Group" is con- 
nected with The Longue for Industrial 
Democracy, which "is a subsidiary of 
the 'Workers' Party, which, in turn, is 
the United States and Canadian end 
of The Third International of Mos- 
cow, but they each deny any official 
connection with tin- superior body."

The Student Version • 
This rather unusual storm in the 
tea-cup has created considérable in- 
terest here for some sec tho posslbiti- 
lies of the tea -cup whirlwind becoming 
something bigger.

No Discord Centres Here 
The Student's Christian Association 
at ile'Jill has brought several speak- 
ers here, who have been heard in 
Toronto, and there certainly never

ing and promoting this campaign or 
creating discord and disloyalty." The 
j visitors have been of the highest cali- 
bre and have ielt good impressions. 

The S. C. A. lias, moreover, spon- 
sored several study groups during tin- 
past year or so, groups which hove 
token up mailers regarding indus- 
I ti'ialisni, internationalism, cutnpari- 
! live rcHgOns and Christianity. The 
connections between these groups and 
the Third Internationale' at Moscow 
have nol been discovered as yet and 
officiais Of the Association here state 
thai they have never seen any or- 
ganized efforts for Soviet ism, Bolshe- 
vism, or Communism. 

And finally there has been no evi- 
dence infavour ot' The Post charge 
that "there are numerous organiza- 
tions at. work In tile colleges to pcr- 
I verl the truth for the purpose of 
creating discord and centres of dis- 
cord throughout Canada." If such 
! insidious groups are located at Alo- 
' :li for the prrpose of ensnaring the 
youth of Ihc land they have not ma.de 
themselves known throughout the un- 
dergraduate body at large. When 
they are uncovered the Dally will pub- 
lish full détails.
